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Are  You  For  Health  Insurance? 

Some  time  ago  in  The  Y News,  the  plan  of  medical  in- 
surance, as  formulated  by  a Colorado  college  was  put  forth  in 
an  effort  to  bring  about  some  student  action.  Again  the  sub- 
ject is  brought  before  the  students  to  at  least  stir  up  talk  to 
the  extent  that  those  in  authority  will  know  a little  of  the  stu- 
dent opinion  on  the  matter. 

In  the  past  the  question  of  medical  insurance  and  hospitali- 
zation has  been  more  or  less  hampered  by  the  lack  of  facili- 
ties in  Provo  to  properly  care  for  students'.  But  with  the 
completion  of  the  Utah  County  hospital,  about  the  only  ex- 
cuse for  a lack  of  this  desirable  plan  would  be  a lack  of  student 
interest. 

Most  schools  in  the  Rockies  have  some  sort  of  setup  where- 
by student  health  is  taken  care  of  in  a manner  befitting  both 
the  pocketbook  and  the  health  of  the  individual.  A fee,  rang- 
ing from  $1.50  to  $2.00  a quarter  would  insure  students  against 
having  a calamity  befall  them  in  the  way  of  doctor  and  hospital 
bills. 

With  the  insurance  plan  not  only  would  the  risk  of  fi- 
nancial ruin  be  eliminated,  but,  what  is  more  important,  the 
general  physical  condition  of  the  student  body  would  be  defi- 
nitely improved.  Instead  of  self  doctoring — or  no.  doctoring— 
as  now  practiced,  many  serious  troubles  would  be  avoided  by 
proper  immediate  care.  This  seems  more  important  than  the 
obvious  benefits  to  those  who  might  be  saved  financial  em- 
barrassment because  of  a major  operation  or  serious  illness. 

The  Y News  would  welcome  comment  from  the  student 
body  on  this  question.  Especially  would  it  welcome  a state- 
ment from  the  student  council  giving  an  official  student  stand. 
Now  is  the  time  for  action.  With  the  hospital  just  completed, 
obviously  the  time  is  ripe  to  set  up  the  plan  and  to  reach  an 
agreement  with  the  medical  authorities  on  the  mechanics  of 
the  scheme.

Let’s  Keep  Thinking 

Mussolini’s  speech  of  last  Sunday  reminded  us  of  either 
a good  sized  football  rally  or  a Republican  party  convention — 
his  utterances  were  about  as  boastful  as  those  heard  at  a rally 
and  as  meaningless  as  the  platitudes  put  forth  at  political 
confabs. 

And  what  seems  to  us  even  more  silly  than  II  Duce’s 
marks  is  the  attempted  interpretation  of  the  speech  by  political 
authorities  and  newspaper  men. 

In  the  first  place,  even  if  the  remarks  were  interpreted 
correctly,  Mussolini  can,  and  probably  will,  change  his  mind  in 
the  next  week  or  so.  In  the  second  place,  the  interpretations 
given  out  cannot  all  be  right  for  they  are  of  all  kinds.  §o 
what  good  are  they? 

The  Italian’s  speech  and  its  evident  reaction  on  his  Facist 
followers  is  an  example  of  the  low  state  to  which  modern  civil- 
ization has  fallen.  This  reaction  idea  is  to  us  more  important 
than  the  particular  words  used  by  Mussolini.  The  reason  we 
think  this  -is  because  the  basic  trouble  in  Europe  is  not  a con- 
flict between  two  ideologies  or  between  Democracy  and  Dic- 
tatorships, but  rather  a struggle  between  rational  straight 
thinking,  and  the  blind,  follow-the-leader  type  of  thinking  used 
by  the  people  suffering  Dictatorships.  That  is  if  you  can  call 
the  latter  example  thinking. 

Authoritative  writers  have  said  that  if  German  and  Italian 
people  would  just  stop  occasionally  and  ask  themselves  why 
the  strange -hold  of  Hitler  and  Mussolini  would  be  broken. 
In  fact  the  holds  could  never  have  been  secured  should  the 
people  have  just  thought  a bit. 

And  herein  lies  the  lesson  for  us.  Regardless  of  the  fact 
that  it  is  easier  and  simpler  to  let  someone  else  do  the  thinking 
unless  we  want  to  wind  up  in  the  same  sort  of  fix  that  the 
Dictatorships  are  in,  it  might  be  well  for  the  American  people 
to  keep  thinking  for  themselves.  It  seems  to  us  that  there  is 
a general  tendency  today  for  us  to  let  someone  else  do  our 
thmking—maybe  it  is  because  we  are  getting  to  expect  some- 
one else  to  do  our  work. 


Now  that  the  Frosh  are  all 
starting  (?)  on  their  research  pap- 
ers, the  question  which  has  been 
the  object  of  at  least  one  conver- 
sation at  every  student  body  dance 
this  year  comes  to  mind;  If  a man 
falls  in  love  with  a girl,  and  get  a

Zoology  Department 
Has  Snake  Exhibit 


In  exchange  for  a number  of 
.species  of  reptiles  sent  from  this 
region,  a large  group  of  -new  rattle- 
snake speciments  have  been  added 
to  an  exhibition  in  the  zoology  de- 
partment at  Brigham  Young  uni- 
versity, Dr.  Vasco  M.  Tanner, 
chairman  of  the  department,  re- 
vealed Tuesday. 

The  new  addition  consists  of 
specimens  of  Pacific  rattlesnakes 
from  State  college,  San  Diego 
Western  Diamondback  rattlesnakes 
from  Beeville,  Texas;  Speckled  rat 
tlesnakes  from  San  Diego;  Prairie 
rattlesnakes  from  Wood,  South  Da- 
kota; Red  Rattlesnakes  from  Chula 
Vista,  Calif;  Northern  California 
Copher  snakes,  Spokane,  Washing- 
ton; and  California  Boa  from  Dear- 
born Flat,  San  Diego  county,  Calif. 

The  snakes  are  on  exhibition  in 
the  Brimhall  building  and  give  stu- 
dents an  opportunity  to  see  and 
study  many  different  species  of 
poisonous  snakes,  Dr.  Tanner 
states.  Also  included  are  water  mo- 
cassins and  hog-nosed  snakes  from 
the  other  exhibitions.
